(5293067) or, further in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 
as obvious over the combination of Thompson (5293067) and 
Rostoker (5767580) . 

The 35 U.S.C. 102(b) rejection is maintained as in the 
previous office action and is further addressed infra. 

Thompson teaches wherein the substrate main body includes a 
plurality of through-holes 22, 24, internal surfaces of the 
through-holes are conductive and connected to respective leads,

such that as the substrate main body is cut along predetermined 
through-holes, remaining through-holes of the substrate main 
body define the conduction sections. 

further clarify, it is noted that the limitation, 'as the 
substrate main body is cut along predetermined through-holes, 
remaining through-holes of the substrate main body define the 
conduction sections" appears to be a statement of intended 
result of the product which does not result in a structural 
difference between the claimed product and the product of 
Thompson. Further, because the product of Thompson has the same 
structure as the claimed product, it is inherently capable of 
achieving the intended result, and the statement of intended 
result does not patentably distinguish the claimed product from 
the product of Thompson. Similarly, the manner in which a 
product operates is not germane to the issue of patentability of 
the product; Ex parte Wikdahl 10 USPQ 2d 1546, 1548 (BPAI 1989); 
Ex parte McCullough 7 USPQ 2d 1889, 1891 (BPAI 1988); In re 
Finsterwalder 168 USPQ 530 (CCPA 1971); In re Casey 152 USPQ 
235, 238 (CCPA 1967) . And, claims directed to product must be 
distinguished from the prior art in terms of structure rather 
than function. In re Danley, 120 USPQ 528, 531 (CCPA 1959) . 
"Apparatus claims cover what a device is, not what a device does 
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[or is intended to do]." Hewlett-Packard Co. v. Bausch & Lomb 
Inc., 15 USPQ2d 1525, 1528 (Fed. Cir. 1990). 

It is anticipated that applicant might argue that the 
limitation, 'as the substrate main body is cut along 
predetermined through-holes, remaining through-holes of the 
substrate main body define the conduction sections" is a process 
limitation. In this case, although Thompson does not appear to 
explicitly teach this process limitation, the product of 
Thompson inherently possesses the structural characteristics 
imparted by the process limitation. See In re Fitzgerald, 
Sanders, and Bagheri, 205 USPQ 594 (CCPA 1980).
